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NOTE  TO  SPORTSMAN 


There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  fishing  in  Illinois  will  be  as  good 
or  better  in  the  future  as  it  is  now.  The  key  to  maintaining  fishing 
in  Illinois  Is  our  anglers. 

Without  the  commitment  of  anglers  to  support  the  fishing  regulations 
on  a  given  lake,  quality  fishing  on  that  lake  cannot  be  maintained 
year  to  year.  The  success  of  most  fishing  regulations  depends  on 
anglers  being  willing  to  observe  the  rules  voluntarily  as  law  enforce- 
ment activities  alone  would  be  ineffective  in  enforcing  such 
regulations. 

The  inevitable  necessity  of  changing  fishing  regulations  on  a  given 
water  area  as  the  fish  population  structure  and  abundance  changes 
requires  the  angler  to  be  aware  of  whether  a  regulation  is  "on"  or 
"off."  Anglers  must  take  the  time  to  find  out  the  current  regulations 
for  a  particular  lake  before  going  fishing. 

Even  though  many  questions  may  be  raised  concerning  the  manage- 
ment of  individual  lakes  with  specific  fishing  regulations,  one  thing 
is  certain.  Through  the  cooperation  of  anglers,  law  enforcement  offi- 
cers, and  fisheries  biologists,  Illinois  will  have  the  promise  of  better 
fishing.

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ABOUT  THE  BOOKLET 


This  booklet  on  fishing  in  Illinois  contains  Information  regarding  the 
current  year's  fishing  regulations  as  well  as  other  material  on  fishing 
opportunities,  Department  Awards  Programs,  sport  fish  health  advi- 
sories, fish  facts,  and  locations  of  Regional  Fisheries  Offices.  Ang- 
lers should  pay  particular  attention  to  the  section  on  SITE  SPECIFIC 
REGULATIONS  which  contains  individual  water  area  regulations  in 
effect  in  addition  to  the  STATEWIDE  REGULATIONS. 


The  "GUIDE  TO  ILLINOIS  FISHING  REGULATIONS"  represents  an 
up-to-date  accounting  of  fishing  regulations  in  Illinois  written  in 
non-legal,  informative  terms  to  explain  the  Intent  of  the  FISH  CODE 
(Chapter  56,  Illinois  Revised  Statutes)  and  to  present  SITE  SPECIFIC 
REGULATIONS  organized  by  water  area.  In  "emergency  situations," 
SITE  SPECIFIC  REGULATIONS  covered  by  Administrative  Rule,  Part 
810  may  change  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  the  Rule.  Any 
changes  to  SITE  SPECIFIC  REGULATIONS  for  a  particular  water  area 
are  posted  at  the  site,  published  in  the  local  newspaper,  and  in  the 
Department's  "Outdoor  Highlights."  In  addition,  copies  of  the 
changes  may  be  obtained  by  contacting  any  District  or  Regional 
Fisheries  Office  or  by  writing  the  Department  of  Conservation,  Divi- 
sion of  Fisheries,  524  S.  2nd  St.,  Springfield,  Illinois  62706.

SPORT  FISHING  LICENSE 


Illinois  Residents: 

A  resident  sport  fishing  license  may  be  obtained  by  anyone  who  has 
been  a  resident  of  Illinois  30  days  prior  to  purchase.  Anglers  under 
16  years  of  age,  65  years  or  over,  and  persons  declared  legally  dis- 
abled or  blind\  may  fish  without  a  license.  Owners  or  tenants  (if  they 
reside  on  the  land)  may  fish  in  waters  on  or  flowing  over  their  lands 
without  a  license.  This  exemption  does  not  apply  to  club  and  organ- 
izational lakes  or  lake  developments. 

Persons  on  active  duty  in  the  Armed  Forces  are  considered  residents. 
A  person  on  active  duty  in  the  Armed  Forces,  who  entered  the  ser- 
vice from  Illinois  and  is  an  Illinois  resident,  may  fish  without  a  li- 
cense while  on  leave. 


Non-Residents: 

Non-residents  of  Illinois  may  purchase  sport  fishing  licenses  to  fish 
waters  of  the  state.  Non-resident  anglers  under  16  years  of  age  may 
fish  without  a  license.  All  other  non-resident  anglers  must  purchase 
sport  fishing  licenses  before  fishing  in  Illinois  (except  in  licensed  fee 
fishing  areas). 


Resident  or  non-resident  anglers  who  fisii  at  Fee  Fishing  Areas  li- 
censed by  the  Department  of  Conservation  are  not  required  to  have 
a  license. 

Anglers  must  have  their  license  in  possession  at  all  times  while  fish- 
ing. Licenses  expire  on  March  31  each  year.  Current  fees  are  (in- 
cludes agent's  fee): 

Resident  sport  fishing;  annual $7.50 

Resident  sport  fishing;  65  years  old  and  over NONE  NEEDED 

Resident  sport  fishing;  under  16  years  of  age NONE  NEEDED 

Resident  sport  fishing;  disabled,  blind NONE  NEEDED 

Resident  and  non-resident  sport  fishing; 

1  day,  Lake  Michigan  only $2.50 

Non-resident  sport  fishing;  10  days $8.50 

Non-resident  sport  fishing;  annual,  reciprocal  . .  .(minimum  $15.50 
Sportsman  License $13.75 

(combined  hunting  and  fishing  licenses) 
Salmon  Stamp  (licensed  anglers  only) $2.50

'  In  order  for  disabled  or  blind  persons  who  are  Illinois  residents  to  fish  without  a 
license,  the  person  must  be  able  to  show  proof  of  disability  in  the  form  of  one  of  the 
following: 

1.  A  state  disabled  person  ID  card  (available  from  the  Secretary  of  State  through  the 
drivers  license  examining  station)  showing  a  Class  2  or  Class  2A  disability. 

2.  Veterans  disability  card. 

3.  Green  Public  Aid  disability  card. 


SUMMARY  OF  FISHING 
REGULATIONS 


ADMINISTRATIVE  RULES 

The  fisheries  of  Illinois  are  administered  to  assure  conservation  and 
enhancement  of  the  fishery  resource  and  for  the  equity  of  the  fishing 
public,  while  providing  for  maximum  enjoyment.  Statutes  provide  the 
framework  by  which  fishing  opportunities  are  administered.  These 
opportunities,  however,  are  sometimes  subject  to  a  variety  of  regula- 
tions, depending  on  local  site  conditions  and  situations  peculiar  to  a 
particular  fishery.  These  detailed  regulations  are  set  forth  in  admin- 
istrative rules.  Such  rules  are  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  are 
provisions  of  the  statutes,  and  are  subject  to  the  same  penalties. 

AQUATIC  LIFE 

Aquatic  Life  is  statutorily  defined  as  all  fish,  reptiles,  amphibians, 
crayfish,  and  mussels. 

BAIT  FISHING 

A  sport  fishing  license  permits  the  use  of  legal  sized  cast  nets,  shad 
scoops,  and  minnow  seines  to  obtain  shad,  alewife,  minnows,  and 
crayfish  to  use  as  bait,  provided  that  they  are  not  sold.  All  cast  nets 
shall  be  not  larger  than  8  feet  in  diameter  or  of  a  mesh  size  not 
larger  than  3/8  inch  bar  measurement.  All  shad  scoops  shall  not 
be  larger  than  30  inches  in  diameter,  of  a  mesh  size  not  larger  than 
1/2  inch  bar  measurement,  or  longer  than  4  feet  in  length.  Minnow 
seines  shall  not  be  longer  than  20  feet,  deeper  than  6  feet,  or  con- 
tain mesh  size  not  larger  than  1/2  inch  bar  measurement.

CLEANING  FISH  ON  WATERS 

No  fish  entrails  or  carcass  may  be  disposed  of  into  the  waters  of  Illinois 
after  cleaning.  No  person  may  remove  the  head  or  tail  of  a  fish,  alter  its 
length,  or  dress  fish  to  which  length  limits  apply  while  on  the  waters 
where  said  length  limits  are  enforced. 

COMMERCIAL  FISH 

The  minimum  size  limit  on  fish  taken  commercially,  or  by  commer- 
cial fishermen  for  market  is  15  inches  in  total  length  for:  channel 
catfish,  flathead  catfish,  blue  catfish,  and  white  catfish.  There  is  no 
size  limit  on  carp,  drum,  bullhead,  buffalo,  shovelnose  sturgeon, 
paddlefish,  sucker,  gar  (except  alligator  gar),  bowfin,  eel,  yellow 
perch,  chub,  mooneye,  goldeye,  carpsuckers,  and  smelt.  All  other 
species  may  not  be  taken  commercially,  but  if  caught  incidentally 
must  be  returned  Immediately  to  waters  where  taken. 

COMMERCIAL  FISHING  LICENSE 

A  commercial  fishing  license  is  required  for  any  person  who  uses  a 
commercial  device  to  take  fish,  minnows,  frogs,  or  mussels.  A  resi- 
dent commercial  fishing  license  can  be  issued  only  to  persons  who 
have  resided  in  Illinois  for  at  least  a  year.  The  commericial  fishing 
license  expires  March  31  annually.  In  addition,  the  holder  of  this  li- 
cense must  obtain  a  license  for  each  commercial  device  fished. 

Mussels,  except  Federal  endangered  species,  may  be  taken  by  hand 
to  use  as  bait;  the  daily  and  possession  limit  is  25.

CRAYFISH 

Crayfish  may  be  taken  for  bait,  using  seine  no  longer  than  20  feet  or 
deeper  than  6  feet  and  with  mesh  no  larger  than  1/2  inch.  The  rusty 
crayfish  may  be  distinguished  by  a  rusty-red  band  on  the  large  pin- 
cers (claws). 

The  Department  of  Conservation  discourages  the  use  of  rusty  cray- 
fish. This  species  destroys  aquatic  vegetation  and  eats  the  eggs  of 
various  fishes,  which  negatively  affects  their  reproduction. 

DAILY  FEE  FISHING  AREA 

A  sport  fishing  license  is  not  required  to  fish  in  a  Department  of 
Conservation  licensed  daily  fee  fishing  area. 

DIP  NET 

A  sport  fishing  license  allows  the  holder  to  take  smelt  in  Lake  Mich- 
igan with  a  dip  net  not  exceeding  12  feet  in  diameter  and  having  a 
mesh  size  not  less  than  1  inch  diagonal  stretch.  In  other  waters 
carp,  carpsuckers,  buffalo,  and  gizzard  shad  may  be  taken  with  a 
dip  net  up  to  15  feet  in  diameter  and  with  a  mesh  size  no  less  than 
1  1/2  inches  bar  measure.  Such  equipment  may  not  be  used  within 
100  feet  of  a  dam  or  to  take  game  fish.

ENDANGERED  AND  THREATENED  SPECIES 

There  are  12  species  of  fish  in  Illinois  currently  on  the  endangered 
and  threatened  species  list  and  may  not  be  taken.  They  are:  BIGEYE 
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CHUB,  BLUEBREAST  DARTER,  BLUEHEAD  SHINER,  HARLEQUIN 
DARTER,  CISCO,  LONGNOSE  SUCKER,  ALLIGATOR  GAR,  PUGNOSE 
SHINER,  BLACKNOSE  SHINER,  BANTAM  SUNFISH,  LAKE  WHITE- 
FISH,  AND  LAKE  STURGEON. 

The  state  threatened  river  otter  is  occasionally  taken  in  nets  of 
commercial  fishermen.  Reporting  of  accidental  captures  should  be 
made  to  a  Department  of  Conservation  Region  Office  (see  page  51 ) 
or  the  Endangered  Species  Coordinator  (217-785-8774). 

FISH  PRESERVES 

All  waters  under  state  jurisdiction  are  statutorily  fish  preserves,  open 
only  to  sport  fishing.  However,  certain  waters  are  open  to  commer- 
cial fishing  by  administrative  rule.  These  waters  include:  Lake 
Michigan  (limited  entry),  Mississippi  River  (except  Quincy  Bay), 
Illinois  River  (except  from  the  Illinois  Route  89  Bridge  upstream), 
Wabash  River,  Little  Wabash  River,  Skillet  Fork,  and  portions  of  the 
Embarras  River,  Sangamon  River,  Kaskaskia  River,  Big  Muddy  River, 
and  Cache  River. 

FROGS 

A  sport  fishing  license  is  required  to  take  bullfrogs.  Firearms,  air- 
guns,  gas  guns  or  commercial  fishing  devices  such  as  hoop  nets, 
traps  or  seines  are  not  allowed  in  the  taking  of  bullfrogs. 

ICE  FISHING 

A  sport  fishing  license  is  required  for  ice  fishing:  the  ice  angler 
may  use  not  more  than  two  poles  or  tipups  with  no  more  than  two 
hooks  on  each  line.  Holes  cut  in  the  ice  are  limited  to  12  inch  dia- 
meter or  less.  Shelter  structures  are  limited  to  portable  construction 
of  metal  or  wood  framework,  covered  with  canvas,  paper,  plastic 
material  or  similar  fabric.  Each  shelter  shall  have  name  and  address 
of  owner  attached,  and  after  March  1  the  shelter  must  be  removed 
when  not  in  use  and  not  left  unattended  at  any  time.  All  poles  and 
tipups  shall  be  constantly  attended  and  kept  under  observation  by 
the  angler. 


ILLEGAL  DEVICES 

Use  of  the  following  devices  in  the  taking  of  aquatic  life  is  pro- 
hibited: electricity  or  electrical  devices,  lime,  acid,  medical, 
chemical  or  mechanical  compound,  dope,  drugs,  fishberry, 
dynamite,  nitroglycerine  or  other  explosive,  snare,  treated  grain, 
firearms,  air  gun,  gas  gun,  wire  basket,  wire  seine,  wire  net,  wire 
trotline  or  limb  lines  of  any  kind. 

MINNOWS 

A  minnow  is  statutorily  defined  as  any  fish  in  the  Cyprinidae  except 
carp  and  goldfish. 

POLLUTION 

The  Department  of  Conservation  cooperates  with  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  in  making  pollution  investigations.  Anglers  are 
often  the  first  to  observe  pollution,  and  their  assistance  is  invited  in 
reporting  these  instances  to  District  and  Regional  Fisheries  Biolo- 
gists, to  a  Conservation  Police  Officer  or  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries 
in  Springfield. 

It  is  unlawful  for  waste  or  sewage  to  be  discharged  into  waters  so 
as  to  kill  aquatic  life.  It  is  also  unlawful  to  abandon  or  deposit  wire, 
cans,  bottles,  glass,  paper,  trash,  rubbish,  cardboard,  wood  cartons, 
boxes,  trees,  brush  or  other  insoluble  materials  into  the  water  or 
on  the  ice,  or  at  any  place  on  the  bank  where  such  debris  is  lia- 
ble to  be  washed  into  the  water.  Strict  penalties  are  provided  for 
violation  of  this  section  of  the  statute. 

PROPERTY 

Consideration  for  others  is  a  philosophy  of  the  sportsman.  Consent 
of  the  landowner  or  occupant  of  the  premises  must  be  obtained 
before  fishing  or  attempting  to  take  minnows,  turtles,  crayfish  or 
frogs  on  another's  property  or  within  waters  other  than  public 
waters  of  the  state.  Care  should  be  taken  not  to  cause  damage  to 
the  property. 

SALE  OF  FISH 

No  fish,  bullfrogs,  turtles  or  parts  thereof  (including  eggs)  taken  by 
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sport  fishing  license  methods  (including  snagging)  may  be  bought, 
sold  or  bartered. 

SALMON  STAMP 

Anglers  are  required  to  purchase  a  "Salmon  Stamp"  prior  to  tak- 
ing of  salmon  or  trout.  Fees  are  (including  agent's  fees): 

Resident  and  non-residential;  annual $2.50 

Resident;  65  years  old  and  over NONE  NEEDED 

Resident  and  non-resident  under  16  years  of  age. .  .NONE  NEEDED 

Resident;  disabled,  blind NONE  NEEDED 

Resident  and  non-resident  fishing  in  licensed  Fee 
Fishing  Area  NONE  NEEDED 

SEASONS 

Sport  fishing  is  open  year  round,  except  as  noted  in  the  site  spe- 
cific regulations  section. 

5MELT 

A  sport  fishing  license  entitles  the  angler  to  take  smelt.  Waters  of 
Lake  Michigan  comprise  Illinois'  smelt  fishery.  Smelt  may  be  taken 
with  a  seine  or  gill  net  not  more  than  12  feet  long,  6  feet  deep, 
and  with  mesh  size  not  more  than  1  1/2  inches  diagonal  stretch  or 
by  dip  net  not  more  than  12  feet  in  diameter  with  mesh  size  not 
less  than  1  inch  diagonal  stretch.  Trolley  or  power  lines  may  also 
be  used  by  the  sport  fisherman  in  taking  smelt  (see  Trot  and  Trolley 
Line  section).  No  person  shall  operate  more  than  one  smelt  net 
device  at  any  one  time.  All  fish  taken  other  than  smelt  must  be 
returned  immediately. 


RAINBOW  SMELT 
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SNAGGING 

Licensed  anglers  may  snag  for  certain  fish  year-round  within  300 
yards  downstream  below  all  locks  and  dams  on  the  Illinois  and 
Mississippi  Rivers  and  within  a  100  yard  limit  upstream  of 
downstream  of  the  dam  at  Horseshoe  Lake  in  Alexander  County.  In 
these  areas  the  following  species  may  be  taken:  carp,  buffalo, 
freshwater  drum,  paddleflsh  (2  per  day),  bowfin,  gizzard  shad, 
carpsuckers,  longnose  and  shortnose  gar,  and  suckers  (except 
longnose  sucker). 

Snagging  for  Chinook  or  coho  salmon  only  (5  per  day,  singly  or 
collectively)  is  permitted  from  the  Lake  Michigan  shoreline  in  the 
Lincoln  Park  Lagoon  from  the  Fullerton  Avenue  Bridge  to  the 
southern  end  of  the  lagoon;  Waukegan  Harbor;  Jackson  Harbor 
(inner  &  outer  harbors);  Winnetka  Power  Plant  discharge  area  and 
the  Waukegan  Power  Plant  discharge  area.  Dates  for  this  snagging 
will  be  announced  publicly  by  the  Department  of  Conservation.  No 
snagging  is  allowed  at  any  time  within  200  feet  of  a  moored 
watercraft  or  as  otherwise  posted.  It  is  illegal  to  buy,  sell  or  barter 
any  salmon  or  parts  thereof  (including  eggs)  taken  by  snagging. 

SPEARING 

Carp,  buffalo,  suckers,  gar  (except  alligator  gar),  and  bowfin  may 
be  taken  with  spear  or  gig,  pitchfork,  underwater  spear  gun,  bow 
and  arrow  or  archery  device.  Frogs  may  be  taken  with  spear  or 
gig,  though  use  of  firearms,  airguns  or  gas  guns  are  prohibited  as 
are  commercial  fishing  devices  such  as  hoop  nets,  traps  or  seines. 


SPORT  FISH 

Principal  sport  fish  are  the  muskellunge,  tiger  muskie,  northern 
pick,  walleye,  sauger,  largemouth  bass,  smallmouth  bass,  spotted 
bass,  warmouth,  striped  bass,  hybrid  striped  bass,  white  bass, 
yellow  bass,  sunfish,  bluegill,  crappie,  trout,  and  salmon.  These  may 
be  taken  only  with  sport  fishing  devices  by  anglers  having  sport 
fishing  licenses.  Other  species  such  as  catfish,  yellow  perch, 
freshwater  drum,  and  carp  are  considered  both  sport  and 
commercial  fish,  and  the  means  of  taking  and  purposes  for  which 
they  are  taken  prescribes  the  type  of  license  required.  Still  other 
species  are  considered  commercial  fish,  though  when  taken  on  sport 
fishing  devices  an  angler  must  have  a  sport  fishing  license.  A  fourth 
category  is  endangered  and  threatened  species  (See  Endangered 
and  Threatened  Species.) 

SPORT  FISHING  LICENSE 

A  sport  fishing  license  entitles  an  angler  to  take  fish,  crayfish, 
turtles  or  bullfrogs  within  limits  denoted  in  the  Statewide  Catch 
and  Size  Limits  Table,  except  for  endangered  and  threatened 
species.  It  is  unlawful  to  sell  any  aquatic  life,  or  parts  thereof, 
taken  by  a  sport  fishing  license.  Devices  permitted  by  the  sport 
fishing  license  include:  bank  pole  and  line,  dip  net,  throw  line,  trot 
line,  buoyed  device  (jug  fishing)  or  otherwise  legal  devices  not  ex- 
ceeding 50  hooks  in  total.  Also  permitted  are  legal  sized  cast  nets, 
shad  scoops,  and  minnow  seines  for  bait  fishing.  Two  untagged 
sport  fishing  devices  under  the  angler's  immediate  control  are 
allowed;  each  device  more  than  two  must  be  tagged  with  the 
angler's  name  and  address.  If  attached  to  a  tree,  the  device  must 
be  attached  only  to  the  main  trunk  below  the  water  line.  Smelt  may 
be  taken  in  Lake  Michigan  with  a  seine,  gill  net  or  dip  net.  A  seine 
or  gill  net  shall  not  exceed  12  feet  in  length,  6  feet  in  depth  and 
have  a  mesh  size  not  more  than  Wi  inches  diagonal  stretch.  A  gill 
net  shall  not  exceed  12  feet  in  diameter  and  have  a  mesh  size  not 
more  than  1  inch  diagonal  stretch.  No  person  shall  operate  more 
than  one  smelt  device  at  any  one  time. 
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Special  fishing  regulations  at  certain  water  areas  prohibit  the  use  of 
some  devices  or  number  of  devices;  please  check  the  site  specific 
regulations  which  are  contain  in  this  document  and  are  posted  at 
sites  (boat  ramps  and  site  offices)  where  applicable. 

STOCKING 

Fish  may  be  released  into  the  waters  from  which  they  were  taken, 
but  permission  from  the  Department  of  Conservation  must  be 
secured  before  releasing  fish  in  other  waters. 

TAGGED  FISH 

Fisheries  biologists  attach  tags  to  many  fish  for  research  purposes. 
Please  report  all  tags  found.  If  the  fish  is  kept,  return  the  tag  to  the 
address  printed  on  the  tag  or  the  local  fisheries  office  in  your  area. 
Tags  found  in  released  fish  should  also  be  reported  by  left  in  the  fish 
in  good  condition.  Information  regarding  the  type  of  fish  caught,  the 
length  and  the  weight  of  the  fish  and  the  tag  number,  if  present 
should  also  be  reported. 

TAGGED  FISHING  TOURNAMENT  PERMIT 

Where  prizes  are  offered  for  tagged  or  marked  fish,  a  permit  is 
required  by  the  Department  of  Conservation  for  the  following  waters: 

1)  state  owned  waters 

2)  waters  managed  by  the  state  through  a  cooperative  agreement 

3)  water  managed  by  the  state  through  a  lease 

4)  Carlyle  Lake 

5)  Lake  Shelbyville 

6)  Rend  Lake 

Applications  for  a  permit  will  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Department 
of  Conservation,  Division  of  Fisheries,  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the 
first  tournament  date. 

Issuance  or  denial  of  a  permit  shall  be  based  upon  the  Department 
of  Conservation's  assessment  of  the  capability  of  the  fishery 
resource  to  absorb  the  tournament  with  minimal  impact. 
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Items  to  be  considered  include: 

1)  Species  sought 

2)  Biological  status  of  population(s)  of  species  sought 

3)  Length  of  tournannent 

4)  Projected  tournament  fishing  pressure 

5)  Provisions  for  obtaining,  tagging,  holding,  handling  and/or 
releasing  fish 

6)  Safety 

7)  Potential  boater-user  conflicts 

Failure  to  acquire  a  permit  as  referenced  above  is  a  petty  offense  and 
will  result  in  denial  of  future  applications  for  a  Tagged  Fishing 
Tournament  Permit  by  that  applicant,  sponsor  or  group  for  a  period 
up  to  five  (5)  years. 

TROLLING 

Trolling  is  permissible,  provided  the  angler  has  not  more  than  three 
poles  and  lines  with  not  more  than  two  hooks  or  lures  on  each. 

TROT  AND  TROLLEY  LINES 

Hooks  on  trot  lines,  throw  lines,  and  similar  devices  shall  be  spaced 
not  less  than  24  inches  apart,  except  on  trolley  or  power  lines  used 
in  Lake  Michigan. 

TURTLES 

Turtles  may  not  be  taken  by  commercial  fishing  devices,  including 
hoop  nets,  traps  or  seines,  or  by  using  firearms,  air  guns  or  gas 
guns.  Turtles  may  be  taken  only  by  hand  or  by  hook  and  line. 
Locating  turtles  by  redding  and  then  taking  them  by  hand  is 
permissible.

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CATCH  AND  RELEASE 

A  WORTHWHILE  PROGRAM 
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TIPS  ON  RELEASING  FISH 


1.  Land  the  fish  as  quickly  as  possible  —  playing  a  fish  to 
exhaustion  diminishes  its  chance  for  survival. 

2.  Handle  the  fish  as  little  as  possible,  but  with  wet  hands  only. 

3.  Whenever  possible,  remove  the  hook  while  the  fish  is  still  in  the 
water.  If  you  must  boat  the  fish,  immobilize  it  immediately,  but 
remember,  squeezing  too  hard  may  crush  internal  organs! 

4.  Avoid  contact  with  gill  areas. 

5.  A  pair  of  needle  nose  pliers  can  help  eliminate  problems  and 
speed  up  the  hook  removal  process. 

6.  To  immobilize  bass,  crappie,  and  other  sunfish  —  use  the  lip- 
^    hold  technique  .  .  .  insert  your  thumb  inside  the  lower  jaw  of 

the  fish  and  slide  your  forefinger  against  the  outside  of  the  lower 
lip. 

7.  To  immobilize  pike  or  musky  —  reach  across  the  head  with  your 
thumb  pressing  against  one  gill  cover  and  put  your  fingers 
against  the  other  gill  cover.  Do  not  grip  the  fish  by  the  eye 
sockets. 

8.  To  release  a  deeply  hooked  fish,  clip  the  line  as  close  to  the 
fish's  mouth  as  possible.  Research  on  deeply  hooked  trout  and 
other  species  show  that  If  the  leader  Is  clipped  and  the  hook  left 
undisturbed,  nearly  six  times  as  many  of  those  fish  released 
survived.  Please  consider  this  when  releasing  undersize  fish. 

9.  To  revive  a  fish  —  hold  it  upright  and  move  it  back  and  forth 
(gently)  so  that  water  Is  forced  over  the  gill  flllaments.  This 
process,  like  artificial  respiration,  may  take  awhile.

ILLINOIS  SPORT  FISHING  AWARDS 


RULES 


1.  Fish  must  be  caught  by  pole  and  line  from  Illinois  waters.  Fish 
caught  by  trotiine,  jugs,  bank  poles,  nets,  seines,  and  snagging 
are  ineligible. 

2.  Fish  caught  from  fee  fishing  areas  are  not  eligible. 

3.  The  fish  must  be  weighed  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses 
(not  relatives)  and  should  be  weighed  to  the  nearest  ounce  on 
scales  legal  for  trad&  (Grocer  scales,  butcher  scales) 

4.  The  total  length  of  the  fish  must  be  measured  to  the  nearest 
1/8  of  an  inch.  The  total  length  is  from  the  snout,  mouth 
closed,  to  the  end  of  the  tail. 


AWARDS 


A  Big  Fish  Shoulder  Patch  and  Certificate  (suitable  tor  framing)  will 
be  awarded  to  those  anglers  who  catch  any  of  the  fish  listed  below, 
that  equal  or  exceed  the  minimum  weight  specified. 


5.  Anyone  who  thinks  he  has  a  State  Record  Rsti  must  have  it 
positively  Identified  by  a  Department  of  Conservation  Fishery 
Biologist. 

6.  A  clear,  black  and  white,  lateral  view  photograph  of  the  fish 
must  accompany  the  entry.  The  Department  of  Conservation 
must  have  permission  to  publish  the  photograph. 

7.  The  Illinois  Department  of  Conservation  reser\«s  the  right  to 
investigate  and  check  the  identification,  the  methods  used  in 
catching,  and  the  accuracy  of  measurement  and  weight  before 
accepting  the  entry.  The  Illinois  Department  of  Conservation 
also  reser\es  the  right  to  reject  an  entry. 

8.  All  entries  must  be  submitted  within  90  days  of  being  caught. 


A  Shoulder  Patch  and  Engraved  Wall  Plaque  will  be  awarded  to  the 
angler  who  catches  a  fish  of  the  species  listed  bigger  than  the 
current  State  record.
